BRIEF NOTES.---NO, 1. 
“ Know ye not that a litlle leaven leave, 
eth the whole lump ?””—1 Cor. y. 6. 


The nature and effects of leaven haye 
been understood by pegple in all ages of 
the world, The Jews in Egypt made use 
ol leaven to increase or expand their bread. 
They were tolerated in the use of leayen- 
ed bread, except on certain fast days. At 
the feast of the Passover, when the Israe}- 
ites left Egypt, and ever after, when that 
feast was kept, they were required to eat 
unleavened bread fromthe 14th to the 2] st 
day ef the month.
